MYSTERY MURDERS 
SOLVED BY Anno 
OF FIVE, POLIGE OAT 


Killing of Watchman in 
Shack Confessed by 
Youths, Is Claim. 


TWO IN SMITH DEATH 


Many Crimes Are Charged to 
Gang That Will Be Confronted 
With Mrs. Mary A. Garvin. 


Police were confident last night that 
two recent murder mysteries had been 
solved as the result of the arrest of five 
young negroes. 

Although no murder charge has been 
placed against any of the men police 
said they had obtained confessions im- 
plicating all five in the slaying of John 
Ross, aged watchman, who was beaten 
to death in a shack at Wisconsin ave- 
nue and Grafton street, Somerset, Md., 
last May 29. 

Other reported confessions are said 
by police to link at least two of the 
men with the nurder of Charles Leon 
Smith and an attack against his com- 
panion, Mrs. Mary Agnes Garvin, near 
the New York avenue bridge the night 
of July 13 last. 


Other Crimes Involved. 


Police also said that more than two 
score other crimes, including burglaries 
and highway robberies, will be cleared 
up as result of the arrests. 

The youths held gave their names 
and addresses as Thomas W. Campbell, 
17 years old, of 1727 P street north- 
west; S6l6hion Allen, 17 years old, 306 
V street northwest; William F. Eaglin, 
19 years old, 308 Twenty-fourth street 
northwest; Andrew Robinson, 20 years 
old, and William Johnson, 18 years old, 


716 Rhode Island avenue northwest. 
The gang was taken into custody 


Tuesday night, but no announcement 
was made by police until yesterday. 
Police of the Seventh Precinct_Station 
responding to a burglar alarm from a 
house at 2600 Thirty-first street north- 
west, captured three of the youths. The 
arrest of two others followed. 
Caught in Leap from Window. 

Police say they caught Campbell as 
he leaped from a window. Robinson 
and Eaglin, police say, were found hid- 
ing in separate rooms. 

C. J. Van Epps, of 2615 Thirty-first 
street northwest, assisted the police in 
making the captures. Armed with a 
policeman’s blackjack he held Campbell 
while the patrolmen searched the house, 
the owners of which are away for the 
summer. 

Campbell, it was said, was the first 
to give information concerning the 
murder of Ross. The alleged confes- 
sion, actording to police, states that 
the five youths went to the shanty 
where Ross lived. One of the men is 
said to have asked Ross for a cigarette. 
When he replied he had none he was 
struck over the head. He was said to 
be still alive when the shack was set 
afire. 

After the murder several stores in 
Bethesda were robbed. 

Police were more reticent in discuss- 
ing the Smith murder. One of the 
youths is said to have admitted at- 
tacking Mrs. Garvin, but denied that 
he struck Smith. The motive in each 
murder was robbery, police said. 

Some of the headquarters detectives 


who worked on the Smith case weref 


inclined last night to doubt the re- 
ported confessions in connection with 
the Smith slaying, but they agreed with 
the precinct men with respect to the 
Somerset killing. 


Identification to Be Sought. 


“ The arrests were made by Sergt. J. 
J. Burke and Policemen N. 8. Hodkin- 
son, W. M. Gilfoyle, J. G. Arendes and 
M. B. Moore, of the Seventh Precinct, 
and R. B. Carroll, of the Second Pre- 
cinct, who was in the Seventh Precinct 
Station House when the burglar alarm 
was received.’ 

Police said last night that none of 
the youths can read or write and none 
of them know that Smith and Ross 
are dead. 

The prisoners will be questioned 
again this morning. They will be 
brought before Mrs. Garvin for possible 
identification.

English Cut Railway, Man 
Defenses After Plane 
Wings Are Seized. 


U. S. MARINES READY 
FOR EVENTUALITIES 


Northerners Capture Pokow;

Showdown at Hand. 


Shanghai, Aug. 17 (A.P.).—In the 
midst of an increasing chaos in both 
the military and political situations in 
the Yangtse Valley, an incident arising 
out of the foreed landing of a British 
military plane on Chinese territory 
yesterday has developed a tense situa- 
tion between the Chinese authorities 
and the British expeditionary force 
here. 

The plane landed yesterday on the 
Kiangwan golf course, which lies out- 
side of the international settlement of 
Shanghai. A British air force detach- 
ment carted away all the parts of the 
plane except the wings. These the 
Chinese troops seized later and when 
they refused to heed the British de- 
mand for their return, Maj, Gen. John 
Duncan, the British commander, or- 
dered the railway between Shanghai- 
Hangchow.and Ningre to be cut “uth 
of Soochow Creek and the British 
troops were posted at strategic points 
around the city. The British thus re- 
occupied the posts held by them dur- 
ing the troubles several months ago 
which followed the cepture of Shang- 
hai by the Nationalists. 


Americans Held Ready. 


The American marines in Shanghai 
were confined to their quarter- tonight 
in preparation for any possible emer- 
gency as a result of this British-Chin- 
ese incident. 

The semiofficial Chinese Kuomin 
News Agency stated that the British 
“ultimatum” for the return of the 
wings did not dismay Chinese officials 
and that suitable measures would be 
taken to uphold Chinese rights. 

The posting of the British troops has 
directed attention again to the general 
military situation which is ‘ooked on 
in foreign circles as charged with un- 
pleasant possibilities in view of reports 
that the northern Chinese forces had 
captured Pukow and this afternoon 
were bombarding Nanking across the 
Yangtse.

MYSTERY IN PRESENCE 


Hingham, Mass., Aug. 17 (A.P.).— 
Three men discoyered prowling about 
a powder magazine a quarter of a mile 
inside the gates of the United States 
naval ammunition depot here were 
fired on by a Marine guard, but es- 
caped, two carrying cne of their num- 
ber who apparently was wounded, it 
became known tonight. 

When the men were discovered near 
the main TNT magazine, before dawn 
today, Private Emory of the mounted 
patrol, fired three shots in the air as 
the prowlers ran. When they failed to 
halt he shot to kill and dropped one 
of them as they neared’ the reservation 
fence.

“It was this that caused 
the countries to look upon the United 
States as an imperialistic nation, 
founded upon an imperialism: builded 
by business.” 

Great Britain more than any other 
nation in the world harbored ill feeling 
toward the United States, he said, and 
commercial antagonism between the 
two countries was responsible, he added. 

“T am not opposed to the American 
policy of business exploitation but it 
must necessarily be accompanied by 
protection. The recent trouble in 
Nicaragua was brought about by busi- 
ness exploitation, and throughout his- 
tory Great Britain has always found 
that the flag followed commerce,” the 
former governor said.

OF TRIO FROM AMBUSH 


Sheriff's Posse, Scouring 
Island Creek Mountains, 
Report “Hot Trail.” 


Logan, W. Va., Aug. 17 (A.P.).—Four 
men were held without charges today 
while Sheriff Tennis Hatfield and a 
posse of deputies and State police 
combed the mountains around Island 
Creek for the slayers of Ed Hensley, 
State prohibition officer; his son Don, 
and a companion.

Locomotive of 1831

“John Bull,” a relic of the locomo- 
tives of the early nineteenth century, 
Which has been on display at the 
Smithsonian Institution for the last

Ohio Railroad at Halethorpe, Md., Sep- 
tember 24 to October 8. ;

a forced landing at sea. For days be- 
fore the take-off the crew held daily 
conferences on improving the ship to 
meet just such a situation. The latest 
life-saving devices were installed on 
the plane, so as to convert it into @ 
seagoing craft. It was waterproof and 
water-tight under the system outlined 
by its crew. 

In the navigator’s cabin was an air 
bottle which carried pipe lines to the 
tip of each wing and also to the rear 
section of the fuselage which was cigar 
shaped. In case of a forced landing at 
sea, the navigator, Gordon Scott, him- 
self a sailor, would open the air line 
from, the bottle in his cabin and the 
air would be sent to three extremities 
of the plane. 

To keep the plane from bobbing 
about the sea and possibly overturn- 
ing after their craft was afloat, the 
wing extremities were fortified by three- 
ply wood, upon which would be placed 
heavy sand bags. 

Just before the plane took off the 
doors of the pilot house and the navi- 
gator’s cabin and all the other open- 
ings were lined with rubber to make it 
waterproof. Thick cork was also pack- 
ed in the bottom of the fuselage to 
keep the plane afloat. 


Can Drop Gear. 


The landing gear could be dropped 
into the sea by pulling out bolts which 
held it. In addition there was a rubber 
life boat in the. craft with silk sails. 
The compass was detachable so that on 
being forced to abandon the plane the 
compass might be transferred to tie 
rubber boat. Two paddles were varried 
for the boat in addition to flares and 
rockets. Coupled with all this equip- 
ment was the experience of Gorcon 
Scott as a navigator. In 1926’he piloted 
a yacht racing between Santa Moniea 
and Honolulu and his knowledge of 
the trade winds and routes would serve 
him in good stead. . 

The plane in which Miss Doran soas 
carried ordinary emergency equipment; 
consisting of a rubber inflated life boat 
with paddles, a flare pistol and rockets., 
Lieut. V. R. Knope, navigator of the 
plane, is a naval man acquainted with 
the Pacific and could be counted upon 
to move into the line of passing ship» 
after a forced landing.

BALLOTS IMPOUNDED 


Courts Will Be Asked to Pre- 
serve Boxes Until Senate 
Committee Can Act. 


CONTESTANT OPPOSES 


EMPLOYING MAIL BAGS | 


Also Vetoes Offer of Senator- 
Elect to Bear Expense 
of Proposal.

As a last-resort effort to preserve the 
ballots in the November senatorial elec- 
tion, Senator-elect Wiliam 5S. Vare and 
Wiliam B. Wilson, agreed yesterday 
upon a joint petition to have the bal- 
lots impounded. Unless the petition 


calls a halt, the ballots will be destroyed 
under the Pennsylvania law between 
September 20 and October 8. 


The joint petition will be presented | last fighting gesture of the Sioux and 


to the president judges of fifty Penn- 
sylvania judicial districts and is de- 
signed to prevent the destruction of the 
ballots, unless the courts intervene. 
The arrangement to this effect was fin- 
ally agreed upon after a conference 
between representatives of Vare and 
Wilson, and with David 8S. Barry, ser- 
geant at arms of the Senate seeking to 
assist some practical means of getting 
the ballots, which the Senate com- 
mittee on privileges and elections de- 
sires to procure in view of the pending 
contest involving a recount of the bal- 
lots if they become available. 
Agreement by Vare and Wilson as to 
a method to preserve the ballots is not 
regarded, however, as insuring preser- 
vation of the ballots for the reason 
that the expense of geting the ballots 
to Washington or taking them out of 


the ballot boxes remains uncovered by 
the plan. 


Vare Suggests Mail Bags. 


Vare wants this question of expense 
covered by the petition so that the 
courts will not dismiss the plea on the 
ground that there is no money to de- 
fray the expense. Accordingly, Vare 
Suggested that the ballots be taken out 
of the boxes, under safeguards satisfac- 
tory to Wilson, and sealed in mail sacks 
and thus preserved. He believes the 
courts will permit this if a means of 
defraying the expense is found and he 
suggested that he and Wilson agree to 
defray the expense. This suggestion 
was declined by Wilson who wants the 
ballot boxes as well as the ballots pre- 
served and who will not agree to defray 
any of the expense. 

Vare next suggested, in view of Wil- 
son’s unwillingness: to assume the 
financial burden, that he, Vare, be per- 
mitted to pay the entire expense of 
having the ballots placed in sacks and 
thereby saved from destruction. Wilson, 
however, declined to agree to this on 
the ground that it was not good public 
policy for private individuals to pay 
expenses which should be borne by the 
Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections or by the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. The Senate committee, accord- 
ing to the court ruling, has no power 
to defray the expense so that Wilson’s 
refusal of Vare’s offers makes it very 
problematical whether the ballots can 
be saved from destruction. — 


Joint Petition Agreed To. 


After both of Vare’s offers-had been 
rejected, the proposal for a joint peti- 
tion was agreed to by both Vare and 
Wilson, But here again Wilson has an- 
nounced that he will only pay his share 
of the expense of having the petition 
presented to the district Judges and 
that he will not agree to hav the ex- 
pense paid of getting the ballots im- 
pounded either by Vare or by himself. 

Sergeant at Arms Barry has already 
addressed an informal letter to the 
presiding judges of courts of common 
pleas in 53 Pennsylvania judicial dis- 
tricts having jurisdiction over the 64 
Pennsylvania counties where the bal- 
lots were ordered impounded by the 
majority of the Senate committee to 
which the Vare-Wilson contest was re- 
ferred. 

Barry has asked that the ballots be 
impounded until such time as he can 
get Senate funds to go after them. Up 
to yesterday morning Barry had re- 
ceived replies from 34 of the judges 
addressed. Three only had issued the 
necessary order impounding the’ ballots. 
The majority declined to act on the 
informal application. Several ques- 
tioned their right to act at all. 

It was this situation which caused 
Barry to call yesterday’s conference 
which was attended by the former Sec- 
retary of Labor in person, his daugh- 
ter, Miss Agnes Hart Wilson, and his 
counsel, former Representative Rowland 
B. Mahany. The conference lasted 
about an hour and a half. 


Statement by Wilson. 


After the conference had _ reached 
agreement as to the joint petition, Wil- 
son said:

One flag, a large 
one, was unfurled as the Indian band 
played the Star-Spangled Banner and 
the crowd cheered. And over all spread 
a canopy of blue sky.

it was a tragic one. About 300 of them 
were killed by quick firing cavalrymen 
when a mediciné man signaled the In- 
dians to fight in the midst of a. peace 
parley, and they did. It was called the 
Battle of Wounded Knee and took 
place right here on the land which the 
Government has set aside for them. 
Red survivors of this battle, now 
wrinkled with age, their bodies almost 
resembling knotted and twisted logs, 
and the descendants of those who took 
part in the battle, recalled this rever- 
sion of the Custer massacre today. They 
recalled it in the greetings which they 
handed the President on typewritten 
paper. But that is all gone and forgot- 
ten now, they said. Their only grievance 
is the taking of their land and the fail- 
ure of the Government to live up to 
the terms of the treaty with them. 


Will Abide by Court Decision, 


‘' Their suit to recover this land, in- 
volving approximately $300,000,000, is 
now before the United States Court of 
Claims. They will abide by the final 
court decision, they said. 

Here are some of the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the Indians today: 

“From the Black Hills you have 
come, where your summer home stands 
in the midst of our sacred region, the 
invasion of which by the gold-seeking 
white man brought on the final 
struggle. 

“We regret that it ts still fresh in 
the memory of too many of us that not 
sO very long ago we met the representa- 
tives from Washington with greetings 
of an entirely different form and spirit 
from these. We then imagined we 
were a separate and different nation, 
and consequently felt constrained to 
salute them as an enemy. 

“Our welcome to you is from the 
heart. 

“We have heard of 29 men whom they 
have told us to address as the Great 
Father, but today we are delighted to 
see you with our eyes and to know you 
as Our very Own Great Father. 

“They tell us you are the thirtieth 
President of this great country, but to 
us you are our first President.” 

And they addressed the President as 
Chief Leading Eagle, the name given 
him at Deadwood several days ago. Ap-

Parade Starts Ceremonies.

To 
get to the reservation the President 
had to travel 137 miles by train, board- 
ing it at Hermosa, 16 miles from the 
game lodge, and then at Rushville, 
Nebr., he took an automobile for the 
remainder of the 25-mil< trip. 

It was the first time he had left 
South Dakota since he began vacation- 
ing in the Black Hills, and he was only 
out of it for about an hour today. In 
that time he skirted the extreme north- 
western edge of Nebraska, a Republican 
stronghold. 

At the three Nebraska towns, through 
which he passed—Chadron, Hay Springs 
and Rushville—crowds greeted the 
train. Just as he entered the reserva- 
tion back again in South Dakota, about 
2 p. m., Indians, communicants of the 
reservation Catholic Church and attired 
in choir vestments, greeted him and 
sang “America.” 

Bishop Hugh L. Burleson shook hands 
with the President. It was he who, 
addressing the Indians a few days ago, 
expressed the hope that the President 
would “see beyond the paint and war 
whoops of the Indians.” Indian Com- 
missioner Burk joined the party at. the 
office of Superintendent Jermark. Mfs, 
Burk came with the party on the train 
from Hermosa. 

Gen. Pershing, a lodge guest, remain- 
ed behind, but the people at Hermosa 
thought Col. Blanton. Winship, the 
President’s military aid, was the gen- 
eral, and applauded him, Tomorrow 
the President will go to Hot Springs, a 
60-mile trip. 


President, Out of Race, 
Is Happy, Work Asserts 


(Associated Press.) 

There is not the slightest doubt 
about President Coolidge being out of 
the presidential race, Secretary Work 
asserted yesterday upon his return from 
the West, where he conferred with the 
President. 

“Anybody who has seen him will have 


no doubt about his position,” he added. 
“The President meant what he said. 
He has signed o.f and is as happy as a 
boy out of school.” 

Secretary Work declined to predict 
who would be the Republican nominee 
but observed that Secretary Hoover 
had “a fine record.” 

He said he had never seen conditions 
more prosperous in the West, and 
added: 

“Providence has done a great deal 
toward solving the farm relief problem. 
The people are happy and prosperous. 
Crops are bringing high prices and there 
is a better spirit in this country than 
I have known in 40 years.” 

The Secretary believed that Boulder 
Dam legislation would be enacted at 
the next session of Congress and he 
was hopeful that the interested States 
would agree on legislation before Con- 
gres meets. Governors of seven West- 
ern States, he added, will meet in Den- 
ver on August 20 in an effort to settle 
their differences in the project.

Bcston, Aug. 17 (A.P.).—Action to 
bring the whole Saceo-Vanzetti case 
before the United States Supreme Court 
for review may be taken by defense 
counsel if their final appeal to the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court fails, they 
indicated today. Arthur D. Hill, chief 
defense counsel, obtained at the office 
of the Federal clerk of courts forms 
necessary for the filing of a petition of 
a writ of certiorari. 

Mr. Hill said that he wished to be 


prepared for all eventualities. Should 
the full bench of the State Supreme 
Court refuse a writ of error and deny 
exceptions from the refusal of Justice 
Sanderson of that court to issue a writ 
of error and from the refusal of Judge 
Thayer, of the Superior Court, to grant 
a new trial, a revocation of sentence 
and a stay of execution, he would be 
ready to ask Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, of the United States Supreme 
Court, for the writ of certiorari.

Last week he refused to grant 
a writ of habeas corpus in the case. 
Should he grant the wfit of certiorari 
the whole case would be brovght before 
the United States Supreme Court for 
review.

When 
their decision would be handed down 
was not made known. It is the cus- 
tom in this State for the Supreme 
Court to send drafts of its decisions 
to the offjce of the official reporter 
of Supreme Court decisions for re- 
cording. They are made available to 
the press at the official reporter's of- 
fice.

Stockholm, Aug. 17 (A.P.).—A pro- 
posed general 24-hour strike as a pro- 
test over the Sacco-Vanzetti case has 
been rejected by the National Federa- 
tion of Labor in Sweden, as has a sug- 
gested week’s boycott of all Amcrican- 
made goods. 

Buenos Aires, Aug. 17 (A.P.).—Some 
of the Buenos Aires papers carried in 
last night’s editions in thé form of an 
advertisement a statement of the Amer- 
ican Society of the River Platte, com- 
posed of American citizens, going into 
all the details of the 
case. 

The statement was printed, it was 
announced by the society, for the pur- 
pose of giving the Argentine public an 
opportunity to acquaint itself with the 
details and form a proper, impartial 
opinion.

Boston, Aug. 17 (A-P.).—‘‘Immediate 
release to the American newspapers” 
of the “complete account” of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case recently reported in press 
dispatches as having been released by 
the United States Embassy at Buenos 
Aires to all newspapers in Argentina is 
demanded in a letter forwarded tonight 
to Secretary of State Kellogg by the 
Sacco-Vanzetti defense committee here. 

Quoting a later Washington dispatch 
to the effect that “the department of 
State forwarded a summary of the case 
to all United States missons abroad 
two years ago,” the letter continued: 

“We are justified, therefore, in con- 
cluding that the Saccod-Vanzetti case, 
far from not being a matter of Federal 
concern, has, in truth, been dealt with 
officially by the Federal Government for 
at least two years past.” 


Portugal Government

Today’s sessions were under the aus- 
pices of the Intercollegiate Prohibition 
Association, the student department of 
the world league. A young people's 
rally tonight was addressed by the Rev. 
Dr. Ira Landrith, president of the In- 
tercollegiate Association; Mark R. Shaw, 
of Tokyo, associate secretary of the 
social welfare committee, and Sigrid 
Borgstrom Stockholm, editor of the 
Refermatorn. 

Arrivals here for the world congress, 
according to Dr. Ernest H. Cherring- 
ton, of Westerville, Ohio, general sec- 
retary, indicate a much larger attend- 
ance than had been expected. 

Directors of the Antisaloon League 
have decided against asking the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties to include 
prohibition law enforcement planks in 
their platforms. 

The directors, who discussed league 
affairs for sixteen hours yesterday, took 
the view that no political party would 
nominate for President “a man who 
can not be relied upon to keep his oath 
of office to uphold the Constitution of 
the United States and to enforce its 
laws.” 


BUREAU SEES GOOD 
QUTLOOK FOR CROPS 


Prospects Held Better Than 
Last Year, With Weather 
Not Abnormal. 


(Associated Press.) 

The Weather Bureau, in a special 
summary of conditions for 1927 to 
date, declared yesterday that aside 
from the continued spring rains and 
floods in the interior, which prevented 
the planting of corn and other spring 
crops at the usual.time and created 


conditions unfavorable for winter 
grains in some sections, the weather in 
general has “by no means been mark- 
edly abnormal.” 

“In fact,” the review said, “it has 
been mostly characterized by an un- 
usual abundance of moisture, an ab- 
sence of widespread damaging droughts 
and comparatively uniform tempera- 
tures.” Declaring crop conditions af- 
ford a good indicator of a season’s 
weather, the report said that with ex- 
ceptions crops at the close of July 
“were making satisfactory advance ahd 
in general showed better prospects 
than at the same time last year.” 

Notwithstanding the present poor 
showing of corn and fruit, the latter 
suffering considerable injury in early 
spring in some sections due to damag- 
ing frosts, the composite condition of 
all crops on August 1 was said to be 
within 1 per cent of the average for 
the last ten years. “The general crop 
outlook,” it was said, “affords evidence 
that the weather, as a whole, during 
the present year, to date, has not been 
more than normally adverse to agricul- 
tural interests.”

Instituté of Politics Is Told In- 
creased World Demand 
Augur's Prosperity. 


LOWERED. PRODUCTION 
COSTS ARE PREDICTED 


Economist Sees Governmental 
Pay-as-You-Go Policy 
War Preventive. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 17 (A.P.). 
English and American cotton authori- 
ties dispelled the bogey of overproduc- 
tion of the cotton crop at the institute 
of politics today, and predicted that 
despite the increased supply from 
Britain’s new fields, the world’s de- 
mand, plus lowered production costs, 
augur prosperous days for the cotton 
farmers. 


Prof. John A. Todd, Liverpool eco- 
nomist, deplored the instability of the 


sequent effect on world’s conditions, 
but predicted that if production costs 
are lowered, there will be a return to 


prewar conditions when increased sup- 
plies will be taken up by unlimited in- 
creased demand. 

Dr. B. Youngblood, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, and director pf the 
Texas agricultural experiment station, 
saw only increased demands, larger 
yields, and lowered production costs as 
the lot of the cotton farmer in the 
hear future, and found no cause for 
alarm in the increased production of 
other countries. He extolled the South- 
ern farmer, and declared, in contradic- 
tion to Prof. Todd, that cotton is not 
a negro, but a white man’s crop. 


China Situation Interpreted. 


Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek’s resignation 
forecasts a withdrawal of Nationalist 
troops from north of the Yangtze River, 
and the consolidation of the Nationalist 
forces in south China under Feng Yuh- 
Shiang, in the opinion of Dr. Stanley 
K. Hornbeck, of Harvard, an authority 
on Far Eastern affairs. Dr. Hornbeck 
spoke at a round table of the institute 
today. Nationalists have not the con- 
fidehce in Feng that they had in 
Chiang because of his former connec- 
tion with the Soviet, but they recog- 
nize his superiority as a military leader 
and organizer, Dr. Hornbeck said. 

A governmental pay-as-you-go policy 
and a ban on public indebtedness, as 
a preventative of future international 
conflicts was. advocated by F. B. Hawley, 
economist of New York City. When 
governments borrow money, he pointed 
out, they lure the funds of capitalists 
into unproductive channels, and then 
tax the poor man to repay the debt. 
The remedy is simple: Require govern- 
ments to do business on a cash basis 
without recourse to flotation of loans, 
and wars, which are carried on by 
these loans, will cease. -

Leaders Assert State Pivot of 
Presidential Nominations 
Next Year. 


SPEAKER ANTIDOTE 
AGAINST GOV. SMITH 


Comes From Wet District, 
but Record Satisfies Anti- 
saloon League. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Cincinnati, Aug. 17—Republicans in 
these parts, raising three rousing 
cheers for Speaker Nicholas Longworth 
as their pick of Ohio’s favorite sons, 
declare Ohio looms wp as a real pivot 
in the presidential campaign, and this 
strengthens its bid for a place on the 
ticket. Mr. Longworth is just back 
from the coast, but on politics and 
the Presidency is mute, this being the 
season when favorite sons, one and all, 
strive to emulate the clam. 
His friends, howeVer, in both parties, 
are talkative and the burden of the 
gossip is that although Senator Frank 
B. Willis, in a contest, might get the 
bulk of the national delegates from 
Ohio, Longworth is far more of @ na- 
tional figure. When the dark horsés 
are brought out of the paddock, they 
argue, Longworth will show much more 
speed in the convention than Willis 
or Senator Simeon D. Fess. 
One argument often heard is that if 
Longworth were nominated it would 
serve to liberalize the Republican na- 
tional ticket without any declaration 
one way or the other in the platform. 
Longworth comes from one of the 
wettest districts in the country, but his 
record as presiding officer of the House 
has been termed “satisfactory” for its 
fairness by Wayne B. Wheeler, of the 
Antisaloon League. 

Would Neutralize Smith, 

If Gov. Al Smith is put up by the 
Democrats, it is argued here, his ap- 
peal for the wet vote might be neu- 
tralized somewhat by the presence of a 
liberal on the Republican ticket while 
a middle of the road course by the con- 
vention would not alienate the drys. 

A somewhat similar argument is 
made by the Democrats about Gov. Vic 
Donahey. They say if ‘Smith should 
win the nomination the convention 
might go after both wets and drys by 
naming Donahey for Vice President 
and keeping mum on the platform. 

Smith is strong hereabouts, but his 
friends regard Ohio as a closed book 
to him. The religious and wet and dry 
issues, they say, would swamp him in 
the State, even if Gov. Donahey were 
his running mate. Prevailing opinion 
is that the echoes of Madison Square 


on the ticket next year. If he should 
be named, they argue, he would have a 
good chance to carry the country, this 
depending on who is the Republican 
nominee. 

They figure Smith would hold the 
South and carry the Atlantic Seaboard. 
If Secretary Herbert Hoover should be 
the Republican nominee the Democratic 
theory is he might cut into the South 
somewhat, maybe on account of his 
flood activities, but this would be more 
than offset by the vote in some of 
the debatable middle Western States, 
where Hoover is not liked because of 
his farm relief views. 


Lowden Worries Democrats. 


Frank O. Lowden, from the Demo- 
cratic viewpoint here, would prove a 
tougher customer. Democrats say Low- 
den and Vice President Charles G. 
Dawes are the two strongest candidates 
in the Republicans list, the two most 
powerful figures as potential vote get- 
ters in the election. 

The Democrats get quite noisy in de- 
claring that Gov. Donahey is in the 
best position of all dark horses as a 
friend of the farmer, and dry who is 
not radically dry, but has jumped on 
the bosses of the Aantisaloon League. 

Governorship politics may aid in 
making the State a whirlwind if Smith 
is not nominated. In 22 years this 
Republican State has elected only two 
Republican governors out of eleven 
elections. 

In that period two Republican gov- 
ernors have served four years in all, 
while four Démocrati¢ governors have 
served eighteen years. 

On the Republican side Representa- 
tive James T. Begg, of Sandusky, who 
made Longworth Speaker, and Attorney 
General Edward C. Turner aré leading 
prospective candidates. Others are Col. 
Carmi Thompson, who was sent by 
Coolidge to survey conditions in the 
Philippine Islands, and Myers Cooper, 
of Cincianati, who was beaten for gov- 
ernor last time by Donahey. On the 
Democratic side the leading possibility 
at present is said to be Representa- 
tive Martin L. Davey.

GAMBLING PALAGE RAID 
DIOGLOSES HUGE LOSSES 


Nicky Arnstein Reputed Part- 
ner in Fashionable Resort 
Closed in Chicago. 


SOME CHIPS WERE $1,000 


Chicago, Aug. 17 (A.P.).—The police 
tonight raided an elaborate gambling 
establishment, said by them to have 
been operated by “Big Tim” Murphy, of 
Chicago, and “Nicky Arnstein,” of New 
York, in a fashionable North Side resi- 
dential district. 

Nineteen patrons were ordered to 
leave the lavishly furnished resort. Four 
roulette wheels, four blackjack tables 
and four other gaming devices were 
confiscated, 

Murphy and Arnstein were said to 
have become acquainted while they 
were serving sentences in the Federal 
Penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kans. 
Murphy was convicted of conspiracy in | 
the $1,000,000 Dearborn Station mail 
robbery here. 

In an expose of the resort printed to- 
day, the Chicago Daily News said that 
a musical comedy star lost $7,500 last 
week, and that another “transaction” 
netted the house $20,000. Many women 
of Chicago’s “gold coast” were said to 
have visited the gambling house, 

The lowest roulette check, or chip, 
was worth $20. The next $25, $50 and 
on up to black at $1,000. The counters 
totaled $200,000. 

When the police raided there were 
@ number of expensive automobiles 
with liveried chauffeurs parked in 
front.of the house. 

The detective captain, who led the 
raid, was met by a doorman in tuxedo, 
who refused him admission. It was 
then he ordered his men to swing their 
axes, 

A man who said he was William F. 
Wertheimer, of Detroit, admitted, said 
police, that he was the manager for 
Murphy. 

Eight gunmen were employed to 
guard the place because of its huge in- 
comeé, the police also quoted Wert- 
heimer as having said, and a total of 
30 were to have been hired. 

The police quoted Wertheimer as 
having said that nowhere else did “peo- 
ple shoot their money away like they 
do here.” 


RECLUSE’S HEIR WILLS 
$30,000,000 TO KIN 


Brothers and Sisters 
Searles’ Heir to Split For- 
tune of Mark Hopkins. 


New York, Aug. 17 (A.P.).—The will 
of Arthur T. Walker, heir to the for- 
tune of Edward F. Searles, Methuen, 
Mass., recluse, leaves the bulk of his 
$30,000,000 estate to his four sisters and 
two brothers. The will, which was 
filed in Brooklyn today, also provided 
@ $200,000 bequest to Walker’s secre- 
tary, E. E. Rudd. 

Walker began life as an impecunious 
private secretary. It was his association 
with Searles, for whom he was secre- 
tary, that raised him to affluence. 
Searles had inherited the fortune of 
the widow of Mark Hopkins, multi- 
millionaire railroad builder and Cali- 
fornia pioneer. 

Walker's ‘sisters and “brothers are 
Mrs. Frances Smith, Toronto; Mrs. Mar- 
tha Mcrine, Kitchener, Ont.; Mrs. 
Mary Ann Smith, Dover,: Ont.; Mrs. 
Elizabeth Irving, Blenheim, Ont.; David 
Walker, Charing Cross, Ont.; and Will- 
iam Walker, Royal Oak, Mich. 

Arthur T. Walker died at Windham, 
N. H., August 5. Walker’s estate was 
estimated at from $30,000,000 to %65,- 
000,000, but in the application for filing 
the will for probate the real and per- 
sonal property was valued at “more 
than $50,000” each. 

The will contained numerous be- 
quests ranging from $5,000 to $25,000 
to, various individuals, no explanation 
being given for the bequests. 

The will gives Miss Ina Cecil Mc- 
Eachern, of Detroit, a niece, $25,000 
and the contents of his home in Brook- 
lyn.

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DEFINITION OF MINISTRY. 
BY CHURCH COMMITTEE 


Three-Day Secret Session at 
Lausanne Closes in 
an Accord. 


LIMITED BY ORTHODOX 


Lausanne, Switzerland, Aug. 17 (A.P.). 
A common definition.of the ministry for 
all thé churches represented at the 
world conference on faith and order 
was agreed upon by the Bishop of 
Gloucester’s commission, which has 
been struggling with the subject for 
three days in secret session. 

In recommending to the full confer- 
ence for further consideration by all the 
churches certain suggestions as to pos- 
sible organization, the commission’s re- 
port says that its members find them- 
selves in “substantial accord” on five 
fundamental points. They are: 

First—The ministry is a gift of God 


‘through Christ to His church, and is 


essential to the being and well being 
of His church. 

Second—The ministry is perpetually 
authorized and made effective through 
Christ and His spirit. 

Third—the purpose of the ministry is 
to impart to men the sayings and 
sancitfying benefits of Christ through 
pastoral service. The preaching of the 
gospel and administration of the s&c- 
raments is to be made effective by faith. 

Fourth—the ministry is intrusted with 
@ government and a discipline of the 
church, in whole or in part. 

Fifth—Men gifted for the work of the 
ministry, called by the spirit and ac- 
cepted by the church, are commissioned 
through an act of ordination by prayer 
and the laying on of hands, to exercise 
the functions of this ministry. 

It is reported that the delegates of 
the Eastern Orthodox Church were un- 
able to accept any form of ordination 
not based on apostolic succession, and 
their position, it is understood, proved 
the main obstacle to an agreement be- 
yond that already stated. 

Suggestions to the commission as to 
& possible church organization with 
reference to ministry were embodied 
“for consideration of churches.” In- 
cluded was the following: 

“In view of the fact that Episcopal, 
Presbyteral and Congregational order 
are each believed by many to be essen- 
tial in the order of the church, 

“Therefore, we recognize that these 
several elements must all, under con- 
ditions which require further study, 
have an appropriate place in the order 
of the life of the reunited church.” 


TWO DIE IN BATTLE 
AFTER WHISKY RAID 


“Independent” — Prohibition 
Agent, Wounded, Kills Negro 
Who Slew His Son. 


Raleigh, N. C., Aug. 17 (A.P.).—Two 
men are dead and a third one is in 
a hospital with three bullet wounds 
as the toll of a gun battle shortly after 
midnight last night in Franklin Coun- 
ty near Youngsville. 

Hugh Pearce, 19, was killed by Joe 
Cannaday, a negro, who in turn was 
slain with a bullet by Robert Pearce, 
father of Hugh, after the older Pearce 
had been shot through the body and 
both arms by the negro. Herbert 
Moore, & fourth member of the shoot- 
ing party, escaped without a scratch 
when he dropped to the ground during 
the firing. 

The battle followed a whisky raid on 
the home of Cannaday by Robert 
Pearce, @ justice of the peace, who for 
several years had been acting as an 
“independent” prohibition raider. 

Pearce, his son and Moore visited the 
negro’s home after somé whisky had 
been bought by Moore from the negro. 


7 Alleged Floggers

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SACCO-VANZETTI “PREJUDICE.” 


“The issues in the Sacco-Vanzetti case seem 
new.to have simmered down to the one. of 
“tpefudice.” Attorneys for the two condemned 
men appeared Tuesday before the Massachu- 
setts Supreme Court to argue for a new trial 
on.the ground that Judge Webster Thayer did 
not exercise that fine impartiality which is de- 
manded of the bench. While this plea was be- 
ing presented the smoke of the bomb that had 
been placed under the home of one of the 
jugors in the original trial had not cleared 
away. The “prejudice” which Sacco-Vanzeiti 
sympathizers have injected into the case de- 
stbeyed the home of Lewis McHardy. 


Here, then, is ‘‘prejudice,’’ which for seven 
lofg years has waited while two men convictéd 
of=murder took advantage of every technical 
opportunity the law allowed to stave off a 
sef{tence imposed by the accused judge, not of 
hig: own volition, but by direction of a jury 
sigh as has tried thousands of other-cases in 
Massachusetts and the United States: Here 
is {‘prejudice,” which, after the ramifications 
ofthe law had seemingly been exhausted, 
placed the case before the Governor of Massa- 
chusetts. and a commission created by him, 
abeve and beyond what the law affords’ for 
ordinary criminals, for a full: review of the 
cage. Was it ‘‘prejudice’ which’ at’ the very 
last. moment before the date of - execution 
srgnted a respite so that still further recourse 
might be had to the ‘laws of the land? 

“The case of. the two men hag been used’ to 
rofivéert. misguided individuals all ‘over the 
woyld ‘to the theories of anarchism and‘ com- 
minism. ‘‘Prejudice” has tried to. make of two 
cofvicted murderers’ martyrs in’ the conflict 
between ‘‘capitalism”’ and the ‘‘masses.”’ 
“Prejudice” since 1921° has caused bombs to 
be-placed in the residences of four. representa- 
tives. of the United States, abroad; endangered 
the life of a relative of the star witness for the 
State; brought threats upon the life of Gov. 
Fuller; caused bombs to be laid to. destroy 
thé New York subway system, a church in 
Phjladelphia and the home: of Baltimore’s 
mdyor, and destroyed the home of a man who 
had only done his duty under the law. 

Let the issue be one of “prejudice,” as de- 
fenders of the two men seek to make it, and 
what does the balance show? “Prejudice,” on 
the part of those who now would accuse others 
of>this fault, has brought murderous. attacks 
upon the laws, the courts, the jury system aud 
the authorities and representatives of the 
United States. Few principles that the citizens 
of this country have upheld for more than 150 
years have escaped. The last seven years have 
madfked a period during which officials of this 
goWernment have extended every safeguard of 
thé law to those who would destroy all: laws. 
Thé abstract and intangible charges of 
“nFejudice” raised against the State can not 
compare with the concrete evidence of “preju- 
diea’” that has been nothing but a response to 
thé cry of one of the condemned men, “Long

ANTISALOON LEAGUE POLITICS. 


Leaders of the Antisaloon League have de- 
cided, it is announced, to allow the political 
parties putting presidential candidates in the 
field next year to write their own platform. 
The question was not easily decided. All day 
was consumed in debate and then, it is related, 
the demand that all parties put themselves 
on record was defeated’ by only a narrow 
margin, The league intends as in the past to 
question the individual beliefs of all candi- 
dates and indorse only those whose replies 
are ‘‘satisfactory.”’ 

There may be some connection between this 
decision of the drys and the resolution adopted 
relative to the conviction of E. S. Shumaker for 
contempt of court in Indiana. In this declara- 
tion the prohibition leaders deplored any at- 
tempt “to stifle free speech.’ In the light of 
such action it might have been contradictory 
for the same meeting to inform the major 
political parties that delegates to their con- 
ventions did not enjoy a similar right. 

There is another explanation for the inde- 
cision on the part of the prohibitionists. Fol- 
lowing its.customary practice officials of the 
league addressed letters to a number of presi- 
dential possibilities in both parties. The re- 
plies are reported to have been almost unani- 
mously “‘unsatisfactory.” The writers in some 
instances expressed resentment against the 
domination of politics by the Antisaloon 
League. The result was the suggestion that 
pressure be applied to the party platforms. It 
would be interesting to learn why this exten- 
sion of force was not considered good prac- 
tice. 


MALIGNING THE IMMIGRATION SERVICE. 


A prominent American magazine recently 
gave space to an article written by an English- 
woman, severely criticizing the Ellis Island im- 
migrant station .and giving many incidents 
of alleged discomfort, hardship, discourtesy, 
&c. The magazine apparently accepted the 
article at its face value, and made no effort 
to verify the statements made. Probably the 
editors were unaware of the fact that English 
immigrants who fail to observe the immigra- 
tion laws and are detained at Ellis Island are 
only too prone to demand that the laws shall 
be suspended in their favor, and when they 
discover that all nationalities are treated 
alike, without recognizing that British subjects 
are entitled to exemption from the law, they 
take revenge by misrepresenting conditions. 

It develops that the lady who wrote the arti- 

cle in question was detained about 36 hours 
on shipboard; but it was a British ship, and the 
immigration service was not responsible for 
the detention. The lady had tried to enter 
under the quota, but found that the British 
quota was exhausted. She then applied for 
entry as a visitor. The law requires that a 
bond-shall.be filed-in such cases, to insure the 
departure of the visitor at the appointed time. 
There was delay on the part of the lady’s 
friends in filing such a bond, which, of course, 
was not-the fault of the law. 
- The official report of Chief Supervisor 
Wixon, who investigated in detail every point 
in the lady’s complaint, reveals that her arti- 
cle is a mixture of falsehood, ignorance and 
malice. No American publication should have 
given it circulation, as an hour’s inquiry would 
have revealed that it was an insulting mis- 
representation of a government service. 


RUNNING THE GANTLET. 

The letters of ntroduction which Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh carried in his fifght from 
New York to Paris were to many persons the 
crowning touch of that achievement. Within 
a minute after he had landed at Le Bourget 
his face was the only introduction that the 
American flier ‘needed to enter any home in 
Europe or the United States. Conventions and 
red tape for once were absolutely forgotten. 
The. necessit:) for doing things as they had 
been done disappeared, so far as this young 
American was concerned. 

Officials of the United States Government do 
not intend to forget the formalities, however, 
in the case of those venturesome souls who 
may attempt to fly from Europe to these shores. 
Notice has just been sent to the several avia- 
tors waiting at the French airport for a favor- 
able opportunity to take off that under no cir- 
cumstances must they depart without a bill of 
health. The public health regulations apply to 
air. pioneers as well as to more conservative 
travelers, 

Fortunately the French have a sense of 
humor. The message of the consul general 
provided a comedy relief to the strained air 
of the flying field. It gave the men, who are 
merely waiting for a break in the weather to 
get under way, something to laugh about, an 
opportunity that has been denied them for-sev- 
eral weeks now. There is nevertheless some 
point to the remark of Dieudonne Coste, one 
of the aviators, who said: “All the same, the 
fact that one can fly the Atlantic ought to be 
proof enough that one’s health is not too bad.” 


COSGRAVE, OR DE VALERA? 


Events in the Dail, following the vote on a 
motion of no-confidence presented by the labor 
party and supported by the De Valara group, 
have created a stalemate in Irish politics. 
The Cosgrave government is assured of life 
for two months by virtue of the speaker’s de- 
ciding vote. It is at the same time in a pre- 
carious position, which may easily prevent 
development of the policies to which it is 
pledged. Although there is no general elec- 
tion in prospect, the issue will go to the coun- 
try by ‘virtue of two by-elections that are 
to be held between now and October 11, when 
the legislative body is to meet again. . 

The interval, with the accompanying oppor- 
tunity of presenting the problem to a portion 
of the electorate, may prove to be the best 
solution of the involved question. The prob- 
lem of a minority government, which presents 
itself in any event, needs clear thinking. The 
cabinet that was to have been named in the 
event of Cosgrave’s overthrow had even less 
Treason to command allegiance and respect 
than the one which now survives. by such a 
nérrow margin. It would have lacked repre- 
sentatives of either of the two largest political 
entities in the Dail. oe | 


' 
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before. Always, heretofore, the Fianna Fail 
candidates have run on platforms that pre- 
vented them from taking their seats in the 
Dail. They have been pledged to abstain from 
participation in Free State government. The 
situation thus created was unhealthy. The 
status of this party is changed. Its members 
are pledged to the existing form of govern- 
ment. The people need only decide by their 
votes in the by-elections ‘which of the two 
parties, Cosgrave or De Valera—both now en- 
tities of the Free State—they wish to see 
intrusted with the conduct of their national 
affairs. The two seats will not create a work- 
ing majority for either faction, but they will 


serve to give Ireland and the Dail a guide as’ 


to the future. 


THE PERMANENT BORER. 


The corn borer, the European pest that has 
done so much damage, probably will not be 
deported before Congress has added several 
millions more to the $10,000,000 that was ap- 


propriated last February to encompass his un- 
doing. 

The fear that the alien bug is too firmly 
intrenched in the corn fields to be easily driven 
out is verified by the latest issue of the publi- 
cation known as ‘‘With the Corn Borer,’ issued 
by the Department of Agriculture. This pub- 
lication announces that recommendations ‘‘for 
a permanent program of effective corn-borer 
control within reach of profitable farming 
conditions were passed upon and adopted at a 
conference of corn-borer officials and repre- 
sentatives from the States interested’’ on July 
20 at Toledo. 

It is admitted by the officials of the borer- 
control entourage that ‘‘the situation is seri- 
ous.”” Farm practices ‘‘must be changed to 
meet the conditions brought about by the in- 
festation.” Just how much of the $10,000,000 
already appropriated remains unexpended is 
not explained, and it makes little difference 
anyway. There is to be a ‘‘permanent pro- 
gram,” and the rules of bug warfare are to be 
rigidly followed—provided, of course, that the 
farmer can be prevailed upon to follow the in- 
structions that have been promulgated. These 
instructions are very simple. Summed up, they 
mean ‘“‘destroy by fire or plow every nesting 
place for the invader, and don’t leave him a 
spot for a breeding place.’’ 

There is every indication that the European 
borer, like the Japanese beetle, the’ Colorado 
potato bug, and the latest. immigrant, the 
Mexican fruit worm, is to take up his perma- 
nent residence among us, thereby assuring 
work for the Federal and State governments 
for years to come. , 


THE MERCHANT MARINE FIGHT. 


The efforts of the Government to reestab- 
lish the merchant marine have started a fight 
that undoubtedly foreshadows a movement to 
throttle the service completely when Congress 
reassembles.: 


In spite of the fact that the United States 
Lines, which is the principal passenger section 
of the fleet, is handicapped by its inablity to 
match in frequency the sailings of passenger 
ships under foreign flags, the losses of previous 
seasons have been converted into a profit dur- 
ing the present season. The organs of the for- 
eign steamship owners and their American 
associates maintain.a constant warfare. 6n the 
efforts of the Shipping Board to build up the 
American merchant marine. 

The latest move comes in the form of a 
resolution adopted by the Maritime Associa- 
tion of the Port of New York, wherein it is 
suggested that a competent body be selected 
to appraise the value of the ships which mem- 
bers of the association might ‘be induced to 
purchase, if properly approached. In short, 
it is proposed that the United States sell its 
tonnage at any old price to the advantage of 
the members of the association. . 

Chairman O'Connor, of the Shipping Board, 
has heretofore refused to make any comment 
on these attacks, but he is evidently getting 
ready to deliver a broadside. When his at- 
tention was called to the resolution of the 
maritime association he said: 

If the members of the executive com- 
mittee who framed and. passéd this reso- 
lution will give their names and business 
connections to the public, with a brief 
description of the various flags which 
protect their interests, I think that the 
value of the resolution, if it ever had 
any, would be depreciated to a vanishing 
point. It must be more than coincidence, 
that foreign shipping organs are now 
printing essentially the same criticisms 
of an American merchant marine which 
appear in the resolution of the Maritime 
Association of the Port of New York. 

In the early fall I shall devote consider- 
able time to making replies to both for- 
eign and _ foreign-inspired ‘‘American’”’ 
criticisms of an American merchant ma- 
rine. Some Americans belong in quota- 
tion marks, and perhaps it will be possible 
to put them there. 


POLISHING UP THE FURNITURE TRADE. 

The Federal Trade Commission has_ been 
trying for several years past to convince the 
furniture trade that there is a decided differ- 
ence between solid mahogany or solid walnut 
and veneers of those woods superimposed 
upon an inferior forest product. 


This particular line of industry appears to 

be hard to educate in the paths of righteous- 
_ness. There are hundreds of reputable manu- 
facturers of household and office furnishings 
who sell their products for exactly what they 
are. It was due to the efforts of this class that 


after several gatherings conducted by the Fed> 


eral Trade Commission a “trade policy’ was 
framed and adopted for the guidance alike of 
manufacturers, jobbers and dealers in their 
advertising of furniture products. 

But it seems that there are still 26 concerns 
that are unwilling to differentiate between 
solid and veneered woods. They are charged 
with misbranding in violation of the “trade 


policy” agreement and in violation of law. The 


commission has notified. these concerns that 
they will have a chance to step into the local 
office of the commission in either Detroit, Chi- 
cago or Grand Rapids within :the next two 
weeks to defend themselves against the com: 
plaints that have been filed. They must agree 
to abandon the practice of describing a. strip 
of walnut one-sixteenth or one thirty-second 
of.an inch in thickness as ‘solid walnut,”” when 
it is. firmly attached to an inch of basswood and 
made up inte furniture. Otherwise ‘cease and 
desist” orders will be -d, which, if ign

We shall be delighted to give you a 
recipe for rhubarb conserve, Mrs. Park- 
ham. The one which follows was named 
originally, in fact, probably still is, 
rhubarb marmalade, but there is so 
slight a shade in their variation, and 
this recipe is so good. 


Rhubarb Marmalade. 


Two quarts rhubarb, one quart sugar, 
one orange, one-half cup English wal- 
nut meats. Wash and cut the rhu- 
barb into half-inch pieces, then meas- 
ure. Add sugar and stand over night. 
In the morning add grated rind and 
juice of orange. Add raisins and nuts, 
bring to boil and simmer until thick.

% pint sweet milk or cream. 

1 tablespoon of butter. 

Salt and pepper to taste. 

Shell the beans, cover them with boil- 
ing water and add a teaspoon of salt. 
Boil for 25 minutes, then add an 
eighth teaspoon of baking soda, boil 
one minute and drain. Add the corn 
to the beans, then the milk, butter, 
salt and pepper, and stir continually 
over the fire for 5 minutes. Serve 
as soon as possible. Do use cream if 
you have it, it is so very much better. 


Not heavy éream, but of the coffee 
variety. 


Biscuit With Egg (M. F.) 


1 quart flour. 

5 tablespoons butter. 

5 tablespoons sugar. 

1 teaspoon baking powder. 

5 eggs. 

Mix the flour, sugar, salt, and baking 
powder together and then sift them. 
Rub the butter into this and then 
add the eggs well-beaten. Knead un- 
til light and elastic, cover with a damp 
towel and let stand for 15 min- 
utes. Then roll out into a sheet a quar- 
ter of an inch thick. Cut with a small 
round cutter. Drop a few at a time 
into boiling water until the edges 
curl, then throw them into a pan of 
cola water for a minute. Place in 
greased pans, bake in a moderate oven 
until a light brown. 

This is, I think, the old recipe of 
which you speak. The proportions may 
be reduced to half quantity, in which 
case use three small eggs. 


Banana Ice Cream (Martha M., 
Philadelphia.) 


6 large bananas. 

1 quart of cream. 

¥ pound of sugar. 

Pare and mash the bananas. Put 
one pint of the cream on the fire and 
when just below the boiling point add 
the sugar, stir until dissolved and 
stand aside to cool. Beat and stir the 
bananas to a smooth paste, add’ them 
to the cream and sugar, then add the 
remaining pint of’ cream and turn 
into the freezer and freeze. This will 
serve about eight persons.

_ are weighing in the balance a 
question vital to the age—and 
to all time. 

And that question is the question of 
children. Their letters come pouring 
in. How to answer? 

There are the morbid letters from the 
morbid wives. “Is the world fit for 
children?” is the burden of their cry. 

There are the thrifty wives. who have 
children and are happy and want more. 

There are the neurotic who fear that 
children mean the end of the lover 
relation, the beginning of the hum 
drum. 

There are the questing young wives 
who “want to make marriage real.” * 

One of these wives offers the plain 
truth to all the rest today. Her letter is 
a dassic. Read it and glory that such 
there be to carry on through the ages: 

My Dear Miss McDonald: Just a letter 
to you in a hurry this morning, as we 
young mothers are always busy, but I 
do want to pass on to “Uncertain” a 
bit of advice, since she has asked for it 
through your olumn. 

Yes, indeed, she may have her chil- 
dren—provided she is willing to pay 
their cost. I do not mean monetary 
cost. She must be ready to give of her- 
self to the limit of her endurance and 
beyond. 

In my own case, Baby was born 
just ten and one-half months after our 
marriage, and my husband’s salary was 
$30 a week. I was only able to work for 
six months and there was so much of 
household equipment to buy that there 
was little left to save. I did manage to 
put aside my last two pays, and so paid 
the hospital bill. Then we sold our car, 
which furnished enough for the doctor’s 
bill. 

Living on such a small salary meant 
self-denials. I haven’t had a new dress 
since I bought my trousseau. It meant 
watching the bargain sales closely and 
so being able to get the occasional good 
things that are put on the bargain 
tables. 

At first it meant setting the table on 
$5 and $6 a week. This can be done 
and give a variety, too. Buying roasts 
of the cheaper cuts of meat (breasts 
and shoulders of lamb, veal and chuck 
roasts), and using them three or four 
days a week by fixing the left-overs at- 
tractively each day. (croquettes, loafs 
and creole sauce and stews). My table, 
when I was working, ran usually $15.00 
a week, for it meant buying steaks and 
chops—things that one could cook in a 
hurry. 

Now that my husband is making $40 
a week, we have raised our table allow- 
ance to $10 and so have a few luxuries 
now and then. Of course, this sum in- 
cludes our baby’s board, for he is now 
able to have his cereals, meats, broths, 
vegetables and fruit. 

But this money side of the question 
is oof small consideration. The thing 
“Uncertain” must ask herself is whether 
she is willing to give herself completély 
for her baby. 

After the agony of childbirth, she 
will find herself weak and with prob- 
ably a strong, healthy human mite de- 
pending on her. She must be willing 
to be on call 24 hours a day, if her baby

To anybody who works, a holiday is a 
good. deal of an occasion.

The reduction was to be expected, as 
the present easy money conditions had 
been discounted to a considerable ex- 
tent. There was nothing else of im- 
portance in the way-.of news with a 
markét bearing. 
* The day’s transaction aggregated 1,- 
925,000 shares. Although net gains ex- 
tended to about 5 points, they were by 
mo means as numerous as in the two 
previous sessions and a goodly list of 
stocks suffered substantial losses. 

New leaders were found among the 

utility shares, the oils and the mer- 
chandising issues, when pivotal stocks, 
which had been in the van of the re- 
bound, faltered, but extensive realiz- 
fng and a rather sizable sprinking of 
renewed speculative selling influenced 
an erratic movement of prices. 
* The final hour was marked by a 
brisk resumption of the advance un- 
der the leadership of United States 
Steel common, which was carried for- 
ward to new high levels for the re- 
covery.

Failure to Provide Funds to 
Buy Triangle Is Chief 
Cause of Delay. 


Asserting that the Federal public 
building program for Washington was 
proceeding according to schedule, of- 
ficials of the Public Buildings Com- 


mission yesterday scouted’ reports that 
it would meet with opposition at the 
coming session of Congress. They ex- 
plained that in planning for the struc- 
tures, they had decided to consider 
location and construction from every 
possible angle with the best interests 
of the projects always in mind. 

The Commission of Fine Arts and the 
Treasury Department, as well as the 
Board of Architectural Consultants are 
proceeding with this idea in view, they 
declared, and all officials concerned 
believe a suitable arrangement de- 
liberately arrived at will be far better 
than one carried through hastily and 
resulting in mistakes, some of which 
may not be undone or would cause ad- 
ditional expense to rectify. 


May Block Legislation. 


The impatience or opposition of cer- 
tain representatives is expected to re- 
sult in an effort at the next session to 
block legislation to continue availabili- 
ty of funds authorized for the work 
but not yet appropriated. 

While they could not say whether 
certain members cf Congress mentioned 
as leaders of the predicted opposition 
were for or against their program, they 
denied statements that Representative 
Fritz G. Lanham, of Texas, was among 
opponents of their policy, saying that 
he had approved their plans. 

Those in favor of expedition in the 
building program recall that the Sixty- 
ninth Congress at its first session in the 
spring of 1926 authorized the $50,000,- 
000 Federal building program in the 
District of Columbia, and, although 
more than a year and a half have 
passed, the only tangible results have 
been the purchase of an office build- 
ing for the Department of Agriculture 
end the construction of framework for 
two additional stories on the Liberty 
Loan annex. 


Triangle Source of Delay. 


It was explained by Public Buildings 
Commission officials that failure of the 
bill providing $25,000,000 for bringing 
the entire Federal building triangle 
north of the Mall, under government 
control had delayed the program. 

Test borings being made by the P. J. 
Healy Co., New York, on the site of the 
projected Commerce Department build- 
ing between Fourteenth, Fifteenth, D 
and B streets, have uncovered rock at 
depths of 80 and 90 feet below the sur- 
face. 

Borings are being made to determine 
the character of the subsoil on which 
the building is to be erected. Those 
being made for the New Internal Reve- 
hue Building to be constructed south 
of the Post Office Department have 
shown thus far that rock is nearer the 
surface and more evenly distributed 
there. 


G. W. U. Academic 
Year Begins Sept. 21 


George Washington University will 
formally begin the academic year on 
September 21, registration starting 
about September 1. Examinations for 
entrance will be given at the univer- 
sity on Wednesday, Thursday and Fri- 
day, September 21, 22 and 23, and are 
required for all students from un- 
accredited secondary schools. Appli- 
cation blanks for the examination and 
the schedule of examinations may be 
obtained upon application to the 
registrar, 2033 G street northwest. 

The department of arts and sciences 
has concluded the summer school work, 
the law school continuing until the 
date of September 11, when the second 
term will be ended. During the sum- 
mer more than 1,300 students have at- 
tended the summer school. 


Public Is Warned 
Against Air Stocks 


A warning to the public to beware 
of schemes to purchase airplane stocks 
was issued yesterday by Louis Roths- 
child, director of the Better Business 
Bureau. He stated promoters are 
taking advantage of the present active 
interest in airplanes, and have launch- 
ed or are preparing to launch no less 
than six airplane promotion companies. 

Calling itself a $100,000,000 concern, 
one company is interested in the build- 
ing of giant dirigibles and another 
promises an airline from this city to

REMOVAL OF FARM 
MARKET NOW ASKED 


Wetmore Tells City Heads 
Land Is Needed for Fed- 
eral Building. 


Immediate removal of the farmers’ 
produce market from its present lo- 
cation between Tenth, Twelfth, B and 
Little. B streets northwest, faced the 
Commissioners as an aggravated prob- 
lem yesterday when they received a let- 
ters from J. A. Wetmore, Acting Super- 
vising Architect of the Treasury De- 
partment, asking them to name the 
earlist date at which they could vacate 
the property to permit erection of the 
Internal Revenue Building. 

When the Government first called 
for the space occupied by the market, 
the Treasury Department told the 
Commissioners they must vacate the 
east half at once, which they did. The 
west half, bounded as stated, they 
could have until February 27, 1928, 
to vacate, they were assured. 

Wetmore’s letter yesterday asknowl- 
edged that pledge, but said plans had 
been changed and all of the ground 
was needed now. The Commisioners 
had decided to hold hearings on a new 
location in October preparatory to go- 
ing before Congress in December to ask 
for an appropriation to buy land at an 
estimated cost of $600,000. This pro- 
gram now faces disruption. Commis- 
sioner Proctor L. Dougherty, who has 
administrative charge of the depart- 
ment controlling the market, is on his 
vacation. In his absence District of- 
ficlals could not state yesterday what 
would be done. |

Gen. Eli A. Helmick, inspector 
general of the Army, and Mrs. Helmick, 
who were injured Monday when their 
car overturned near Woodbridge, Va., 
are improving, according to officials 
at Walter Reed Hospital, where they 
were taken following the accident. 

Maj. Gen. Helmick probably will 
leave the hospital within a week if 
his condition continues to improve, the 
officials said. They could not say, 
however, when Mrs. Helmick would be 
able to leave, since her injuries were 
more serious than her husband’s. 


CITY GARBAGE GREASE 
GETS HIGHEST PRICES 


514 Cents Per Pound Revenue 
Causes Capital to Lead 
the Market. 


Washington garbage grease yielded 
the highest price in the entire United 
States market, according to the annual 
report of Morris Hacker, supervisor of 
city refuse disposal, made public yes- 
terday. The report says: 

“In the work of collection and dis- 
posal of city waste, a noteworthy fea- 
ture was the amount of garbage col- 
lected. This was 124% per cent greater 


than for the year before, but it was 
not so rich in fats, so that the amount 
of grease produced was slightly less 
than a year ago. As the market for 
grease this year was poor, the resulting 
revenue was about $70,000 less than for 
the previous year. The cost of operation 
of the reduction plant was $155,137.49. 
The revenue from grease was $182,463.26. 
It is interesting to note that, notwith- 
standing the prevailing price for the 
year was low, our grease brought the 
best price on the market of the whole 
country, averaging 542 cents a pound 
for the year.” 

Other statements in the report are 
that a considerably greater area than 
heretofore was covered with cleaning 
activities, that total receipts of the de- 
partment were $256,987.57, that col- 
lection of ashes, being within 1 per 
cent of the previous year, indicated a 
mild winter and growing use of oil 
burners, that 47,064 dead animals wére 
collected, and that unit costs of oper- 
ation in all branches of the department 
were lower than for the fiscal year 1926. 


Beauty Parlor Owner 
Freed of Zone Charge 


Mrs. Florence Johnson, of 1408 Buch- 
anan street northwest, charged with a 
violation of the zoning laws in connec- 
tion with the operation of a beauty par- 
lor at that address, was exonerated yes- 
terday in Police Court by Judge Hitt. It 
was alleged Mrs. Johnson operated the 
parlor in a residence and advertised 
in a manner calculated to destroy the 
appearance of the place as a residence. 

The court held that the name “Flor- 
ence,” on a doormat, and a sign indi- 
cating a removal, did not constitute 
advertising of a prohibited character. 
The complaint against Mrs. Johnson 
was made by members of the Women’s 
Bureau. 


Motorcycle and Dog 
Collide; Youth Hurt 


When his motorcycle struck a dog in 
front of 1522 P street northwest yester- 
day, George J. White, 17 years old, 5427 
Ninth street northwest, was thrown to 
the street and injured. He is in 
Emergency Hospital suffering from 
lacerations, 

The dog, police said, was owned by 
Mrs. A. E. Richards, 1522 P street 
northwest. White told police, they said, 
that the dog ran across the street in 
front of his motorcycle. Before he 
could stop his machine it struck the 
dog. The impact, White said, turned 
the motorcycle over. Police were un- 
able to learn if the dog was injured.

Diamond Company Backs Ef- 
fort to Enlist Every 
Chauffeur in City. 
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JOBS PROMISED MEN 
IF DISCHARGES FOLLOW 


Independent Driver Arrested 
After He “Loiters” in 
Front of Willard. 


A campaign to enlist in the newly- 
formed union of taxicab drivers all the 
1,000 or more drivers of the city was 
launched yesterday by union leaders. 

Back of the movement will be the 
Independent Taxi Owners Association, 
whose members operate the Diamond 
Cab Co. Therefore, the campaign re- 
solves into a finish fight between the 
Diamond Cab Co. and the Black and 
White and Yellow Cab systems. The 
owners of the Black and White strongly 
have opposed the union movement. 

The organization of the union Tues- 
day night was followed yesterday by 
the signing up of at least 50 more 
members, union leaders reported. Their 
aim, it was said, is to have on the scrolls 
of the union all the drivers within 60 
Gays, the time limit for reqmiving mem- 
bers. 

The new phase of the taxi war ig, 
in effect, an invasion of the ranks of 
the large cab systems by outside forces 
for union members, whereas the start °** 
the union movement was within the 
ranks of the large cab systems. As 
soon as the move was discovered by 
owners of the cab systems, those active 
in the union movement were dis- 
charged. 

Those discharged were taken into the 
ranks of the independent firm and 
have been active in organizing the 
campaign to go into the ranks of the 
opposing cab systems and enlist the 
drivers as union members. 

Union leaders, who also are associ- 
ated with the Diamond Cab Co., issued 
yesterday what might be called the 
final challenge for a show-down fight 
when they declared that if the owners 
of the Black and White and Yellow 
cab systems now desire to discharge 
their drivers who join the union they 
would see that they are given jobs with 
the Diamond Cab Co. 

“We will take care of them and pro- 
vide cabs for them if we have to re- 
organize the drivers on the basis of 
three 8-hour shifts a day,” was the 
declaration at union headquarters. 

William J. Brown, president of the 
Black and White Co., last night re- 
fused to make any statement in regard 
to the movement. When asked if he 
intended to discharge drivers who join 
the union, he declared, “I do not de- 
sire to discuss that matter.” 


Another Driver Arrested. 


Mr. Brown last week said he had dis- 
charged some 18 “reds and bolshevists” 
in his organization, who had been ace 
tive in “agitation” among the drivers. 
He would not say he had discharged 
the men because they attempted to 
form a union. He declared, however, 
that a number of driyers were mem- 
bers of unions in other trades and 
were driving cabs while seeking posi- 
tions in their trades.- He had no obe 
jection to their having membership in 
other unions. He explained, however, 
that “we have no need of a union of 
taxicab drivers here.” 

Frank J. Coleman, secretary of the 
Central Labor Union, yesterday ad- 
dressed a letter to Mr. Brown, declar- 
ing that local organized labor resented 
his statements implying that members 
of labor unions were “reds” and 
“bolshevists.”” The letter continued: 

“If you have any information as to 
any ‘bolshevists,’ ‘reds,’ ‘anarchists,’ 
‘communists,’ or any other persons with 
like sentiments, I would appreciate 
your giving this information to the 
Washington Central Labor Union, as we 
are absolutely opposed to such people 
and will cooperate with our Govern- 
ment in ridding the community of the 
same. Your attitude, as quoted in the 
press, is the cause of such organiza~- 
tions as-you refer to as ‘reds’ and ‘bol- 
shevists.’ Where legitimate trade unions 
are allowed, no such organizations are 
possible.” 

Meanwhile another phase of the taal 
war—the drive by independents on ho- 
tel and other concessions of the large 
cab systems—continued. Charles Ed- 
ward Leonberger, 25 years old, an in- 
dependent driver, was arrested by Po- 
liceman J. L. Kelly, of the Traffic Bu- 
reau, on a charge of loitering. . The 
arrest was made in front of the Will- 
ard Hotel, it was said. 

Leonberger is slated to appear in Po- 
lice Court this morning. 

Two other independent drivers took 
advantage of the brief downpour yes- 
terday afternoon to enter the space in 
front of the Raleigh Hotel and pick up 
pasengers. They were reported to po- 
lice, but made good their get-a-way. 

In the test case in Police Court yes- 
terday, Judge Isaac R. Hitt upheld as 
constitutional the commissioners’ po- 
lice regulation prohibiting taxicabs 
from stopping or loitering on the streets 
at places not designated as public hack 
stands. 

Wolfe Found Guilty. 


William B. Wolfe, of Benning, D. C., 
arraigned in the test case,.was found 
guilty by Judge Hitt, and fined $5. W. 
C. Fowler, attorney for Wolfe, declared 
he would take the case to Appellate 
Court. A bond was posted. Fowler said 
he probably would seek an injuction 
restraining the commisisoners from en- 
forcing the regulation. 

Judge Hitt declared that as long as 
the regulation was in force it would 
have to be upheld. The existing con- 
dition, however, resulting from only a 
limited number of cab stands having 
been set aside to accommodate more 
than 1,000 vehicles, he declared to be 
the fault of the administrative author- 
ities of the District. 

The decision of William W. Bride, 

corporation counsel, that the commis- 
sioners have a right to set aside public 
hack stands near hotel entrances, is 
expected to hasten action by the com- 
missioners on the recommendation of 
Superintendent of Police Hesse, made 
two months ago, that 201 hack 
stands be established in the District. 
Under this plan, it is said, hack stands 
would be established near hotel 
entrances. Hotels have a right to park 
their own vehicles in front of the hotel 
entrances. 
By virtue of such right, appointed 
taxicab companies are allowed to stop 
in front of the hotels and therefore 
enjoy the business these hotels supply, 
despite that public hack stands have 
not been established at such hotel 
entrances. ‘The establishment of pub- 
lic hack stands near hotels would 
wipe out these concessions and would 
give independent drivers an even 
chance. : es,
